S.0.278(E)—1.0 Background: 

The grape processing facilities in India are 
inadequate and underdeveloped, grape growing farmers 
do not get remunerative prices for their produce. Of the 
total grapes produced in the country only 1.2% is processed 
into wine. The developed countries, where price realization 
is higher, are demanding strict adherence to quality 
parameters including pesticide/insecticide residue levels 
in grapes and its products exported to them. Therefore, 
farmers and processors need to be properly guided in 
quality standards, brand promotion, food safety issues, 
etc. It is also desirable to develop a national strategic plan 
for wine industry inc luding grape wine and wine from other 
fruits like apple, apricot, plum etc. which will provide for 
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viticulture. Also, to gather and make 
available relevant statistics of the sector 
including developing an effective market 
intelligence data service for the use of 
industry and other stakeholders. 


appropriate policies, programmes, development of 
technologies, highly skilled manpower and suitable 
viticulture practices that are environmentally sound, 
socially responsible and economically viable. At present 
there is no structure at the national level to address the 
issues related to the development and promotion of this 
sector. 

The Union Cabinet in its meeting held on 2nd January, 
2009 approved establishment of the Indian Grape Processing 
Board (IGPB) at Pune, Maharashtra under the Societies 
Registration Act, 1860. The approval of same was conveyed 
by Cabinet Secretariat vide letter No. I/CM/2009 (i) dated 
7th January, 2009. 

2.0 Objectives: 

The key areas of work of IGPB will be as under:— 

1. To focus on Research and Development, 
Extension, Quality upgradation, market 
research and information, domestic and 
international promotion of Indian wine. 

2 To foster sustainable development of 
Indian Wine Industry. 

3. To formulate a vision and action plan for 
the growth of Indian Wine Sector including 
research and development for quality 
upgradation in new technologies/ 
processes. 

4. To set up facilities for wine analysis, testing 
for “quality” defining and label standards, 
certification of wine and promoting Good 
Manufacturing Practices (GMP)/Hazard 
Analysis and Critical Control Points 
(HACCPyiSO 22000; 2005 etc. 

5. To provide a platform for the advocacy of 
Indian Wine Sector. 

6. To promote cooperative efforts, backward 
and forward linkages between growers and 
wine industry in general. 

7. Coordinate with premier Research and 
Development Institutes to identify and 
develop appropriate rootstock and wine 
varieties of grapes suited for different geo- 
climatic regions of India. 

8. To facilitate capacity building programmes 
to develop trained manpower required for 
wine industry. 

9. Collaborate and advise wine-grape growers, 
wine processing industry, Central and State 
Governments on commercial, regulatory and 
technical issues related to the Indian wine 
Sector, including best practices in 


3.0- Composition: 

The Board of IGPB shall consist of a Chairman and 
14 members including a. Convener/Secretary of the Board 
(Total 15 members), as given below:—

4.0 Committees under the IGPB: 

The IGPB will constitute the following Standing 
Committees: 

(i) Executive Committee : The Executive 
Committee will deal with the administrative 
matters including taking decisions for the 
smooth day-to-day functioning of the 
Board. 

(ii) Development and Technical Committee: It 
will be responsible for overseeing 
development activities required to 
strengthen the wine industry in the country 
as per the above stated objectives. 

5.0 Organizations and Management of the IGPB: 

The Ministry of Food Processing Industries will 
constitute the Board and appoint all the members of the 
Board, including the ChiefExecutive Officer. The Board is 
expected to function as an independent body with complete 
autonomy, with an industry driven approach. The normal 
term of the Board will be 3 years from the date of its 
constitution. 

Later on, the Chairman and the Members of the Board 
will be elected/nominated as per the provisions laid down 
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under the Rules and Regulations of the Registered Society. 
The Chief Executive Officer of the Board will be selected 
based on the eligibility conditions laid down. The 
membership to the Board would be open to all concerned 
stakeholders in the wine sector as specified in the Rules 
and Regulations of the Registered Society and suitable 
membership fees shall be charged for the same. 

6.0 Expected Outcomes: 

The expected Outcomes of Indian Grape Processing 
Board would be as follows : 

(i) Increased awareness and capacity building 
among farmers, processors and other 
stakeholders resulting in increased 
productivity, reduced wastage and 


improved quality of grapes and wine 
conforming to global standards. 

(ii) Satisfy growing demand of domestic 
markets and for exports. 

(iii) Increase in farmers income and employment 
generation, with a particular focus on rural 

areas. 

(iv) Encouragement to cluster farming, contract 
farming and farm diversification. 

(v) Benefits of value addition brought to 
farming community and farmers fetching 
remunerative prices for their produce.
